Braxcu.—Sunday night, Captain Mills, with
Watchmen Degges and Burkhardt, succeeded in
capturing fugitive slaves, the property of George
Morton, Esq., of Prince George's county, Md.
The runaways had always been kindly cared for
by their master, and it was apparent that they had
bLeen tampered with and uced away by some
white acent of the Underground Railroad. In-
deed, they acknowledged the fact, deseribed the
appearance of this man, and stated that when ar-
rested they were waiting his arrival to leave
finally for the North. The rendezvous selected
by him was in front of the General Post Office.

The slaves were retained until the arrival of
Mr. Morton’s agent, when they were committed
to the counlzejail. One of them declared that he
bad rather be sold than returned, as his master
could hereafter place no canfidence in him. This
man bhas a wife and ten children.

The existence of an underground railroad agen-
cy in this city has long been suspected, and the

wolice have had their eye on parties believed to
» connected with it, but the evidence has not
been suflicient to justify their indictment.
